THE POWER ¢ SUGGESTION 
An Essay by MIKE KINNEY, Teamster and Editor 
BOSTON. 


A year ago I attended a banquet at Boston. 
A newspaper reporter distributed slips of paper 
and asked each of the guests to write one sentence 
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about Boston. Thinking of brown bread and 
the Brown Book of Boston and trying to be 
facetious, I wrote, 


“J will leave Boston without a brown taste.” 


I thought this was rather bright, but my slip 
was returned to me with the request that I write 
another sentence, as the newspaper for which the 
sentence was desired was the Christian Science 
Monitor, and it was their rule never to write any- 
thing with a disagreeable suggestion. 


At first I was just a little piqued, but on the train com- 
ing back to St. Louis I thought the matter over. On 
mature reflection I had to admit to myself that the recol- 
lection of a seal brown taste was not altogether an agree- 
able thought. I picked up a current daily paper on the 
train and glanced through the headings. I was struck 
with the fact that one-half of all the news was taken from 
the police courts. On the front page of a leading daily 
paper out of seven columns four headings at the top of 
the page were of a criminal nature. I went through this 
paper carefully and I found, as stated above, that one- 
half of the entire space in the paper was given up to sen- 
sational criminal news, one-fourth of all the paper to 
politics and only one-fourth to all other matters of human 
interest. 


Here are some of the headings copied at ran- 
dom from that paper: 
' ‘Taft warns Diaz; Mr. Lemon squeezed; Nov- 
glist Eggleston is dead; Bomb at pastor’s door; 


[Fears cow will buy liquor; Snobbery charge made; 
/ Derrick crushes child; Another monkey dinner; 
/ Bride-to-be falls to death in shaft; Ambassador 
/ Hill forced to resign; 150 lives lost in New York 
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factory fire; Pickpockets worked at fire; Father 
says son stole $2,009.00; Denman Thompson 
dies; B. C. Barnes not man who entered Miss 
Hill’s berth; Thaw’s attorney arrested; Body 
hanging head down; Spain to suppress riots; 
Du Pont gets fat berth; Lazy father forced to 
work; Chinaman elopes with white girl; Court- 
martial trying Hines; Roosevelt slaps at Lorimer 
Bereavement causes suicide. 

I am not a Christian Scientist, but my obser- 
vation of life leads me to believe in the tremen- 
dous power of good and evil suggestions. In my 
active business experience I have been brought 
into contact with people of all kinds and con- 
ditions, in all walks of life. In studying these 
people I have found that many were suffering 
more or less from mind troubles. By this I mean 
that even when the body was well, frequently the 
mind was sick. These people, instead of being 
happy, contented, thankful, and full of hope, 
instead of being loving and gentle, were full of 
fear, suspicion and bitterness. They dreaded 
troubles that never came to pass. Their minds 
were stirred to suspicion and hatred. They 
were discontented, melancholy, jealous, and ab- 
solutely blind to the good things in life. In fact, 
their minds were in a diseased condition. These 
people needed mental treatment just as much as 
the sick needed medical treatment. 

Now, Iam convinced that the daily suggestions in the 


lives of these people working upon their minds have had 
a great deal to do with their unfortunate mental condition. 
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All of us are seeking happiness. We know 
that we can not all be successful as the world 
measures success. No one achieves all of his 
ambitions. We can not always live just where 
or how we want tolive. We can not always have 
just the friends we want. Each one of us is, in 
a large measure, the slave of his environment. 
But there is one thing that we can do, and that 
we should do, and that is to strive to control our 
own minds. We can make an effort to rise su- 
perior to our surroundings. We can at least seek 
that greatest of all good gifts—contentment and 
tranquillity of mind. 


All of us, whether consciously or uncon- 
sciously, show our belief in the power of suggestion. 
We try to make our homes suggestive of pleasant 
things. On our walls we place pictures that 
bring to us agreeable thoughts. We decorate 
our rooms in pleasing harmonies of color. In 
our large or small yards we cultivate grass and 
flowers. On our tables we have flowers to sug- 
gest the beautiful things of the world. In times 
of great joy, or of great sorrow, we send flowers 
to our friends. People of refinement pay at- 
tention to the suggestions of their dress and 
cultivate pleasant manners and all the amenities 
of life that go to make social intercourse agree- 
able. 

We do not stop with our homes in this effort to sur- 


round ourselves with refined and beautiful suggestions. 
Even in our offices attention is given to the decoration 
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of our walls and to harmonious office furniture. In the 
offices of business houses and factories the pictures that 
are hung on the walls, even if they are only calendars or 
advertisements, are selected because of their agreeable 
suggestions. 


The department and retail stores, fully realizing the 
value of suggestion as a commercial asset, just as far as 
possible are arranged in an attractive manner, thousands 
of dollars being spent for handsome fixtures, show cases 
and show window displays. 


Automobiles are not only made sure and swift, 
but look at the money and care that is expended 
on making them objects of beauty as well. Re- 
tail houses who appeal to the refined trade of the 
city are careful to have handsome delivery 
wagons and beautiful horses. They know very 
well that such things suggest to the mind the 
character and standing of the store they repre- 
sent. 


Look at the advertisements in our magazines. 
Do not most of them sug- 
gest beauty? Inform, color 
and expression are they not 
agreeable? Itis a poor ad- 
vertising writer who does 
not appreciate the value of 
beauty and form in his 
advertisements. 

In building not only our 
homes but our offices and 


factories we consider not only 
comfort and utility, but also 
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the suggestion of beauty. We want our homes to 
cuggest that they are real homes. In our factories we 
break blank walls with brick arches. Even in the tene- 
ments we see a reaching out towards refinement in the 
tomato can on the window sill filled with the bright colors 
of the geranium. 


We spend vast sums in 
beautiful public buildings— 
libraries, parks and _boule- 
vards. In these parks and 
boulevards we place statues 
of distinguished men. 


When a traveler goes to a 
beautiful city he has the 
thought that the inhabitants 
of this city are artistic and 
zsthetic people. When there is no outward 
expression of art among & people then we expect 
to find them dull and sordid. 


In our homes and in libraries we do not fail to appre- 
ciate books that are well illustrated and artistically bound. 
Nothing is more suggestive of refinement than a good 
collection of books. 


These thoughts might be continued indefinitely. 
Everywhere and in all directions the people of 
high and low degree seem to be striving for more 
beauty and more refinement. When a really 
good, clean play comes to town, when it is well 
, acted, the theatres are crowded. See Maud 
. Adams, Billie Burke, John Drew, and others. 
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When the Symphony Society gives us an 
afternoon concert of really good music, see the 
house crowded to the walls with people. 


When our Shaw’s Garden is open on Sunday, 
see the thousands of people who go there to enjoy 
the refined suggestion of the flowers. 


When there is a good collection of paintings on ex- 
hibition at the Art Gallery in the park, see the throngs 
who walk the long distance from the cars to look at the 
pictures, 

But when the citizen 
amid all this effort 
towards beauty and re- 
finement sits in his re- 
fined home amid beautiful 
surroundings, picks up his fy 
morning or afternoon pa- .<..<b 
per, what does he find? 

His mind is immediately 

dragged through all the 

evil suggestions of the day’s criminal court rec- 
ord. The papers, not satisfied with going into 
the most harrowing details, go still further. To 
words they add illustrations from photographs 
and diagrams. Here are dotted lines showing 
where the murderer pursued his victim along the 
street. The spot where the victim fell is indi- 
cated by a star. Here is a reproduction of the 
bloody hand upon the wall. Every article of 
clothing found on the body of the victim is de- 
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scribed in detail. This description is not for 
identification, but to draw out the horrible story 
to satisfy the morbidly curious. 


Not only do many of the daily papers of this country 
fill our minds with evil suggestions, but the space they 
give up to this kind of matter is taken away from other 
matter that would educate and be useful to the people. 
Thousands of our inhabitants 
read nothing but the daily 
papers—the newspapers are 
their only school. If they 
digest everything in the av- 
erage paper every day then 
fifty per cent of their thoughts 
must be given up to sensa- 
tional and criminal news, about 
twenty-five per cent to politics, 
as andonly twenty-five per cent to 
~ Gr ” history, science, music and art. 


I do not advocate that even criminal news 
should be entirely suppressed, but I do lift my 
voice and enter my protest against the manner 
in which criminal news is featured. In my opin- 
ion, the proportion of criminal news to other 
news is all out of line—it is given entirely too 
much space. 

Criminal news, telling the vivid story of the 
erring and unfortunate, is given without one 
touch of human sympathy, but on the other hand 

ith a cold-blooded satirical pessimism that is 
repnitiog to every sensitive mind. There can 
be| but one effect of such journalism—the harden- 
ing of the hearts of the people. 
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The exploitation of crime in all its hideous details surely 
| leads to the education of more criminals. Every graphic 
account of a suicide causes more suicides, 


When one realizes the great power of the daily 
press—its wonderful influence in the way of sug- 
gestion upon the minds of the people, we can not 
but think of the good that could be done by a 
daily press that would minimize the criminal— 
the evil—the ugly, and devote its columns more 
largely to that which is beautiful and good. 


True, some papers in a feeble way have at- 
tempted this; there have been ‘“‘family papers” 
exploited, but they have not even given the clean 
news in a satisfactory manner. In these days 
people will not be satisfied with matter a day 
late. I hope some day in every city to see the 
same enterprise and energy used in presenting a 
clean paper that is now devoted to criminal and 
sensational journalism. 


Women seem to have a desire to take a hand in public 
affairs. What an opportunity they have here to defend 
their homes against unclean journalism. In such an 
effort they would have the sympathy and support of all 
right- thinking men. Throw out the unclean sheets in the 
same spirit that animated the Boston tea party. 


I am not a Christian Scientist, but I do believe 
in the great power of daily suggestion in our 
lives. In this movement inaugurated by them 
for clean journalism, I am with them heart 
and hand. 
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Say, brother, take your daily paper and draw a blue 
pencil mark down every column of sensa i , criminal 
and political news and then see just how much of your 
favorite paper is left. 


There are a few of us who are not so terribly 
interested either in crime or politics. Isn’t there 
something else worth while in life? 


I will not, in this article, touch upon the in- 
accuracy of the daily press—of the manner in 
which they stretch facts in order to make them 
sensational—of how they violate the sanctity of 
private life—of their methods of gathering news. 
_ My plea is for clean journalism because the peo- 
ple want clean journalism. I am glad to endorse 
this movement that has been put under way, as 
I understand it, by our Christian Science friends 
to give us clean journalism. =

be at rest.” 


Last April I wrote in The Gimlet a little article 
on “Suggestion.” It was just thrown off care- 
lessly. Imagine my surprise when I received 
dozens of letters from all parts of the country 
congratulating me on that little article. 


Recently the Christian Scientists had a great mecting 
in St. Louis—there were almost 2,000 persons present. 
The meeting was to advance the cause of “Clean Jour- 
nalism.” On account of my little essay on “Suggestion,”

The most innocent boy 
or girl can not help but become educated in the 
university of crime if they but read our daily 
papers. 


What is the natural and to be expected result 
of this daily criminal suggestion that is filling 
the minds of our people? 
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We are the most unlawful civilized people in the 
world. 


There are more murders 
in the United States, in 
proportion to our popu- 
lation, than in any other 
civilized country. 


More murderers are 
lynched or executed out- 
side of the law than by due 
legal process. 


When brought to trial fewer murderers are 
punished than in any other country on earth. 


Based on our standards of morality there is more 
immorality in the United States than among any 
civilized or uncivilized people in the world. 


In our large cities, every winter, there are waves 
of crime, highway robberies, etc., that would put the 
footpads of the dark ages to blush. 


I might continue the list, but it is a waste of space.

Familiarity with death and crime in the 
daily press is dulling our finer feelings. We Americans 
are, in a sense, desperadoes.
